ASSUMPTIONS:   
Legislative Branch 
1. The bill adds statutory duties to the Legislative Fiscal Division (LFD) that the division does not currently 

perform.  Division staff will be required to perform a fiscal impact analysis of all ballot measures 
submitted to the Secretary of State.  The fiscal impact analysis would be performed prior to the Secretary 
of State’s approval or rejection of each ballot measure. 

2. The number of measures to be analyzed in any given election cycle varies but there appears to be a trend 
toward increased numbers of petitions for ballot measures. 
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3. Each fiscal impact analysis will be completed in the required 30-day period, and will require an average of 

80 hours to complete. 
4. The additional workload will be performed within existing Legislative Fiscal Division staff and resources.  

The addition of the duties to the LFD interim work plan, depending on the number of interim studies that 
are directed by the legislature, will significantly limit the discretion of the Legislative Finance Committee 
to prioritize division duties and projects.  It may also adversely affect the LFD’s ability to respond to 
legislative requests during the time period that the division must respond to the Secretary of State.
